A STRAINED SITUATION. 


That the situation in Mexico, as it relates to this 


government, is delicate and strained cannot be con- 
ce^led. 
The euphemism and circumlocution of of- 


ficial utterances do not disguise the fact. The reply 
of President Diaz to the representations of this gov- 
ernment concerning recent events on the border is 
not in any wise satisfactory. 
Doubtless the head of 


the; government of Mexico makes out a very good 
case in recrimination. It is true that the insurrection 
subsists mainly on sympathy manifested and material 
aid procured on this side of the border. It is also true 
th»t the revolutionary forces are clinging to the bor- 
'dcr_because that course is calculated to produce the 
precise 
embarrassments 
for the Mexican govern- 


ment that now confront it. 


It will not be questioned, however, that the Wash- 


ington government is within its rights when it insists 
that the Mexican government have all due care to 
see "'that American border towns do not suffer the 
consequences of war. That is the direct issue. 
It 


appears that President Diaz is disposed to evade it. 


The situation is one out of which haste and tem- 


per/may very easily make a bloody mess. 
Fortunately 


the,; disposition at Washington is placable and patient. 
President Taft well says that it "takes two to make 
a war," and.the inference is clear that he means not 
to'be one of them. No doubt every official and diplo- 
matic accommodation will be afforded at Washing- 
ton, for the conduct of peace. The Mexican govern- 
ment certainly does not want to provoke an invasion 
and.it is yet more certain that neither our government 
nor., people want to play the bully with Mexico. But 
there is a large army on the border. It was not sent 
there to' frolic The purpose that mobilized twenty 
thousand soldiers along the international line antici- 
pated some such complication as has arisen. The so- 
lution of it will depend more largely on Mexico than 
any other factor in the unpleasant situation. 


A MOVE BY A TRUST, 


A dispatch from Birmingham, Ala., states that the 


building of an enormous steel and iron plant there 
has been abandoned by the United States Steel com- 
pany, the gigantic trust that controls the steel and iron 
business in this country. In this it. is said there may 
be seen the purpose of the steel trust to put Con- 
gressman Underwood, democratic leader in the house, 
under coercion to abandon his tariff reform program 
as it relates tr/ the products of the trust. The same 
dispatch says that similar steps will be taken else- 
where. 


Congressman Underwood does not appear to be 


disturbed by the situation and says that the democratic 
free-list bill is approved by and in the keeping of the 
democratic 
caucus and will be forwarded without 


reference to the steel trust's declaration of war. 
A 


counter move is promised in the form of an investi- 
gation of the gobbling up of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron compnay by the steel trust, as fine a bit of loot 
as J. P. Morgan ever grabbed in his mighty career 
as a maker of trusts. The doors are not closed and 
barred against doing something in that matter. 


The country doubtless can spare Congressman Un- 


derwood and doubtless it would not put an everlasting 
blight upon him to be defeated by the steel trust. 
That is not the serious phase of the matter. 
But 


here is seen the potential power of the trusts in poli- 
tics. The steel trust can exert itself in the politics of 
scores 
of congressional disricts. 
The interests of 


which it is comprised acting independently could not 
accomplish much, but the consolidated whole can 
move in politics as a gigantic unit. The great rail- 
way consolidations present the same phase in their 
potentialities for evil. The corporations can control 
if the people will let them. 


for the politer fields of diplomacy and a first-class am- 
bassadorship may be given him. 
As the husband of

Longworths would certainly make some diplomatic 
team.

A Report Is Read in Parliament Con- 


cerning American Living. 


London.—Copies of a report on the 


cost o£ living in American cities, based 
on Inquiries made in twenty-eight rep- 
resentative towns by officials of. the 
British board of trade, were circulated 
in parliament. The report of 533 pages 
covers the questions o£ working class 
housing, retail prices of commodities, 
and rates of wages 
in 
the 
United 


States, compiled for purposes of com- 
parison with the conditions o£ workers 
in Great Britain and other countries. 


The conclusions reached are: "The 


cost of food and rent combined is 52 
per cent, greater in the United States 
than in England and Wales, but these 
heavier relative charges on working 
class income have been accomplished 
with weekly wages which are as 230 
to 100.", 


The report adds that this ratio of 


money earnings is more than two and 
one-fourth times as great as in Eng- 
land and "Wales, and "makes possible 
a command of necessaries, 
conven- 


iences and minor luxuries of life that 
is both nominally and really greater 
than that Enjoyed by the corresponding 
class in this country, although the ef- 
fective margin in practice is curtailed 
by a scale of expenditure, to some ex- 
tent necessary and- to some 
extent 


x'oUintary. adopted in accordance with 
the different and higher standard of 
material comfort." 
i 


The report notes that although the I 


habit of spending is greater in Amcr- • 
ica than in England, and although the 
American is naturally more extrava- ' 
gant and great wastefulness often re- 
sults, it is a fact that those who desire 
to exercise a strength of will and fore- 
sight can save more 
easily 
in the 


United States than in England because 
of the larger Income. 


In the matter of lionrs the skilled 


workers in the building trades in 
America have the advantage of about 
six hours weekly compared 
to 
the 


English, and the unskilled Tinvc an ad- 
vantage of about three and 
three- 


quarters honrs.

Breathitt Will Breed 


Fresh Killings. 


OLD KENTUCKY WARS 


Jackson, Ky., April 21.—Kentucky's 


bitterest feuds have oeen reopened by 
the killing last Sunday of Jason Deaton 
and the wounding of Luke Begley on 
the Perry county line. 
In Breathitt 


county it will mean new strife between 
the Hargises and the Callahans. In 
Clay county it will mean new strlf« be- 
tween the Howards and the Bakers. 


These feuds may be called the oldest 


of the long line that have given Ken- 
tucky so tragic a history. The former 
goes back unbrokenly to the civil war. 
with 
connections 
leading 
It thirty 


years behind that period. The latter 
sprang from a quarrel over three wal- 
nut logs In the fall of 1897. Together 
they 
have 
cost 
125 lives. 
When 


"Devil Anse" White shot down Deaton 
and Begley a week ago h« mad* the 
feuds one, and a new page has been 
opened In the roster of casualties. 


"Devil Anse" White is not the figure 


his name would make him seem. "Devil 
Anse" Is a name to conjure with In the 
mountains of Kentucky, but that Is be- 
cause the greatest Hatfteld of them all 
bore It. The Hatflelds belonged along 
the West Virginia border; the Whites 
belons to Clay county, a long way to 
the southwest. 
Between the "Anses" 


there in as much difference as there 
Is between their home communities. 


For all that, however. White has had 


conspicuous parts to play in the i«"fl 
tragedies of the last ten years. 
His 


family has been Identified with the 
Ho ward-Baker strife since Its begin- 
ning. Tom White, his brother, Is serv- 
ing a life sentence for complicity In 
the killing of James B. Marcum. John 
Abner, his brother-in-law, was killed a 
year a.go in Jackson, .th« . capital . of 
Breathitt county. It was because Jason 
Deaton was brought to. trial for this, 
murder that Deaton lay In' wait for 
"Devil Anse," and was killed Instead of 
killing. 


All Hit Life • Fiudlit. 


Whit* has b«en living among, en- 


mities of this kind for all the thirty- 
eight years of hlg life. He first came 
into fame, however, by telling about 
feuds and not by taking part in them. 
That was In HOB, when the assassina- 
tion of Dr. B. D..COX and James B 
Marcum reached the courts. The prose- 
cution's first surprise came with the 
calling of "Devil Artse" as. a witness 
lor the state. On the. stand he told 
how,

Easy to Spoil a Child. 


"You 
can spoil a child by giving it 


too much. Try and make it help Itself 
a little more. This will make it more 
independent and self-reliant and be of 
great help when it grows up. 


"Of course there is such a thing as 


not giving a child enough care and at- 
tention, too. But this usually happens 
only among the poor, where large fam- 
ilies are the rule.. There are too many 
children that the mother just lets them 
paddle their own canoe.

circumference of the earth was made 
by."a. GreeX. Erastoatheneg, who was 
fcqrn 278 B. C. He found that at Byene 
the gnomon, or upright pillar, used by 
the Greeks •to measure the height of 
the.iun In the «ky, showed the Bun to 
t«.exactly overhead at midday at the 
time of the summer solstice, while at 
Alexandria, the gnomon cast a shadow 
upon the same date, showing that the 
latter point was one-fiftieth 
of 
the 


earth's circumference north of !|yene. 
H« reasoned correctly that the length 
of the shadow at Alexandria Sore the 


same relation to the circumference of 
the small circle described from the top 
of the gnomon as a. center, that tho 
distance between the two cities bore to 
the circumference of the globe. This 
latter was five thousand stadia, 
or 


about six hundred 
and 
twenty-five 


miles, which, when multiplied by fifty, 
gives 31,250 miles as the circumference 
of the earth. This, result is not quite 
correct, but as neany so as could be 
expected from the first rough attempt 
to estimate it.
